Although  a  large  part  of  the  district  is  rural  in  character  a 
variety  of  industi’ies  are  carried  on  in  the  town  the  chief  of  which 
are  tanning^  manufacture  of  antibioticSp  electrical  accessoriesy 
light  engineer ingy  dress-making  and  fancy  goods.  Agriculture  plays 
a  large  part  in  the  life  of  the  community  and  a  cattle  market  is 
held  weekly,  Ulverston  is  also  the  marliet  town  for  the  surrounding 
countryside  and  a  public  market  is  held  once  a  './cek*

the  139  births  registered  during  1953?  74  were  male  of  which 
illegitimate  and  65  were  female 5  7  of  which  vvere  illegitimate. 


Approximately  6^  of  deaths  v/ere  of  persons  65  years  of  age 
or  over  and  the  principle  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  diseases  46y 
Intracranial  vascular  lesions  24  and  malignant  growths  23. 


The  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  District-  after  correction  for  age 
and  sex  distribution  is  the  lov/est  yet  recorded  and  compares  favourably 
’7ith  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  v/hole. 


At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  'the  adjusted  birth  rate  is  also 
lov/est  so  far  recorded  and  is  apprecj.ably  lov/er  thnn  that  for  the 
country  as  a  v/hoj.e.

Water  Supply , 

Water  is  supplied  by  Barrou  Corporation  froni  Pennington. 
Reservoir  to  the  Ulverston  Urban  District  Council’s  v7ater-'"'orhs  at 
Castle  nillj  Pennington.  Hers  the  water  is  sa.rid -filtered  before 
storage  in  a  service  reservoir  of  2-J  million  gallons  capacity. 
Before  passing  into  the  trunk  main  for  distribution  the  v/ater  is 
sub.jected  to  chlorinat io.n. 


The  exceptional  dry  spell  during  Spring  and  early  Sumner 
necessitated  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  water  for  domestic  purposes 
and  consumers  were  reouested  to  limit  their  demands  to  essential 
r  e  qu i r  e  me  nt  s . 


Cne  chemical  analysis  and  three  bacteriological  analyses  of 
the  water  were  mode  during  the  year  and  all  gave  satisfactory 
re  suits. 


At  the  end  of  the  year 


pC'^y  houses  had  a  supply  direct  from  the 
mains  and  another  6C  v/ere  supplied  by  stand  pipes.  During  the 
year  three  existing  houses  were  newly  connected  to  the.  mains,  in 
place  of  stand  pipes,  in  additio.n  to  iiC  nev/  d’-'cllings.  Ho  change 
occurred  in  supplies  from  private  sources.

Good,  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  building  of  houses  on 
Croftlands  Park,  the  Council  having  erected  i  00  houses  du.rinr  the 
year.  In  addition  iO  houses  v/ere  erected  by  private  builders  in 
other  parts  of  the  town. 


It  is  expected  that  slum  clearance  v'ill  be  restarted  in  tlie 
near  future  but  even  now  it  is  apparent  that  it  will  present  a 
problem  of  some  magnitude.  There  is  a  considerable  number  of  houses 
which  'were  considered  for  demolition  in  1939  but  which  'will  require 
resurvej/ing  since  their  condition  has  sometimes  altered,  perhaps 
for  better,  perhaps  for  worse.  The  condition  of  others  has 
deterio'eated  so  much^  in  the  past  15  years  that  they  will  also  need 
to  be  Considered,

PREVALERCE  OF.  ACT  COOTROL  OVER,  IITFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified, 
is  due  entirely  to  the  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  In  this  district  measles  has  shown  a 
triennial  periodity  since  1944, 

Two  houses  were  disinfected  by  formaldehyde  vapour  follo"'ing 
tuberculosis  and  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  steam  disinfected 
when  necessary  at  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Barrow, 
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Tuberculosis.
